Sherbrooke, Que., Aug. 21.—After 


an all-night conference, counsel for 
Harry K. 
Thaw 
announced 
this 


morning that they would not pro- 
duce the Matteawan fugitive in the 
Superior Court today on the writ of 
habeas corpus obtained yesterday. 


They explained that the writ is re- 
turnable at any time, and that al- 
though 10 a m. today had been ten- 
tatively agreed upon yesterday they 
had decided to 
delay 
proceedings 
pending further 
conferences. 


According to present plans they 


•will use the writ tomorrow morning. 
This marking of "time by the defense 
was due mainly to the arrival last 
night of Mr. and Mrs George Laud- 
cr Carnegie, brother-in-law and sis- 
ter of the prisoner, who are anxious 
that no court step be taken until ev- 
ery bulwark of 
defense has 
been 


strengthened. 


J. D. Greenshields, of Montreal, 


an eleventh hour 
addition to 
the 


Thaw lawyers, pointed out that the 
•writ was returnable at the pleasure 
of counsel for Thaw. 


The move came as a surprise to 


the immigration officials 
and 
to 


District Attorney Conger and Sheriff 
Hornbeck, of Dutchess county, N 
"Y. 
They had expected Thaw would 


be arraigned before noon today, re- 
leased on the present commitment, 
then held as an undesirable 
alien 


and quickly deported. 
As matters 


stood this forenoon, indications were 
that this program had simply been 
put off a day. It is believed the im- 
migration officers would take him' 
to Coaticook, where he was arrested 
and from there deported. 
Another 


theory advanced was that counsel 
for Thaw would attempl 
to 
show 


that he had a through ticket to De- 
troit and would demand that he ho 
taken there and released. A third 
conjecture was that the whole pro- 
ceedings would be transferred to 
Montreal where the case Avould be 
threshed out before a special board 
of Inquiry.

s»nd received Mrs. Carnegie as his 
first visitor.

Utlca. N. Y.—The love tragedy of

warning to other girls by develop

Kron, a handsome young Italian physi- 
cian, and the subsequent accusation 
against Miss Emma K. Krill. nn at- 
tractive trained nurse, employed «t 
the same hospital with the doctor. 
Was tnis strange death the result of 
a dniR administered by the nurse? 
Was It a case of suicide? Or was It 
a case of accidental poison? 
These 


are the three leading questions, one 
of which will have to be accepted as 
the solution by the authorities. 


After taking poison is a manner 


which has not been yet explained, the 
physician died without making nuy 
statement. 
His alleged fiancee was 


suspected from the first.' as she was 
alone in the room with the doctor 
when he took the drug. She is stanch 
in the statement that she was sum- 
moned to the bedside of the physician 
and on her arrival found him suffer- 
ing greatly. He ordered some medi- 
cine, she continues in her explanation, 
and, thinking it would relieve his suf- 
ferings, she obtained it and prepared a

sulted shortly afterward. The doctor 
never regained consciousness. 


That Miss Krill was not murried to 


the doctor and that she left one hos- 
pital in New York city and entered 
the Institution here in order to be with 
him are facts the state was quick to 
show when the accusation was first 
made. 
As a probable motive for the 


crime the prosecution alleges that Miss 
Krill feared that Dr. Kron xvas about 
to return to Europe and leave her alone 
in America and in order to prevent 
this s,he caused his death. 


"It is true they were not married," 


the attorney for the defense is quoted, 
"but they -.vera to have been married, 
and both were looking forward to the 
event with particular happiness. After 
marriage they were going to live in 
Europe." 
For some reason which has 


not been made known the marriage 
did not occur as, it is said, had boeu 
planned. 
The attorney also denied 


rumors to the effect that poison had 
been found in the young girl's hnud 
bag. 


Facts that tend to strengthen the 


theory of suicide and others that seem 
to indicate that murder had been com- 
mitted wore gradually added to the- 
chain of evidence gathered by the 
state, all emphasizing the story of love, 
hutc. romance and jealousy. 


The intense love and passionate af- 


fection borne by Miss Krill for tlu; 
young Italian physician led her to 
guard him jealously and caused her to 
become involved in trouble with sev- 
eral other young girls of the doctor's 
nationality in this city when he en- 
deavored to see them.

tan-ce, with my intellect 1 can reach 
clear out to the stars and with my 
dream power I can reach away out 
beyond 
the stars 
to the 
eolden 
gates and as I walk along the streets 
I am taller than the stars. And yet 
we can. go along the streets with 
our heads (town, .our thoughts in the 
mud and the mire and 'be no taller 
than our heads. 


"You wouldn't trade yourself for 


any other entity in the universe. A 
man once asked me, 
'How would 


you like to be John D. Rockefel- 
ler?' 
And for a moment J hesitat- 


ed. 
I thought of standing in the 


midst of that great wealth and sift- 
ing the gold through my fingers but 
I answered 
'No. 
1 wouldn't 'be 


Rockefeller and have my forehead 
begin here and run clear to the hack 
of my neck.

MEW COMPULSORY 


EDUCATION LAW 


With the approach of the time for 


opening 
I he schools, Prank W. Mil- 


ler, 
State Superintendent of Instruc- 


tion, has been deluged with requests 
for information about the new com- 
pulsory education law. 
The follow- 


ing synopsis, prepared by Miller and 
based on interpretations of the law 
given by Attorney General Hogan, 
has been issued for the guidance of 
parents: 


1—Every boy between the ages of 


eight and fifteen years, and every girl 
between the ages of eight and six- 
teen years, must attend school. 


2—Every boy between the ages of 


fifteen and sixteen years not engaged 
in some regular employment must 
attend school. 


3—Such attendance must begin 


the first week of school term and 
continue for the full time that the 
school is in session, which shall in 
no case be less than 28 weeks. 


4—No person, firm or corporation 


shall employ any child under fifteen 
years of age in any business what- 
ever during any of the hours when 
schools are in session. 


5— No boy under sixteen years of 


age and no girl under eighteen- years 
of age shall be employed, unless 
such 
child presents an age and 


school certificate approved by the 
Superintendent of Public schools. 


6—No boy is entitled to an age 


and schooling certificate until he is 
fifteen years of age and has passed a 
satisfactory sixth grade test, and no 
girl until she is sixteen years of age 
and has passed a satisfactory seventh 
grade test. Boys between fifteen and 
sixteen, who cease work must return 
to school within two weeks.

Republicans defended 
the domination of Theodore Hoosevelt 
and claimed that he was working for 
the people. 
Democrats are now de- 


fending the domination of Woodrow 
Wilson on the same ground. 


In private conversation and talking 


among themselves members of both 
parties decry the influence of the presi- 
dent on legislation. 
Many go so far 


as to say that the power of appoint- 
ment should be taken from the presi- 
dent so that patronage could not be 
used as a lever to force men to sup- 
port the policies of the administration. 


The People With Him. 


Senator Thomas of Colorado, point- 


ing out the fact that the people sup- 
port a president, said: "His worst ene- 
mies must admit that Theodore Roose- 
velt was the most popular of mod- 
ern presidents. It was because the 
people regarded him as a defender of 
their interests. His power and influ- 
ence wased stronger as he threw his 
great personality into the scale of pop 
ular legislation." 


He took up the condemnation of 


Roosevelt in the Democratic platform 
of 1904 and said that the verdict of 
the people was that Roosevelt was 
right and the party wrong- 


But It needed no argument to con- 


vince the senate that President Wilson 
was all powerful. The large majority 
of the senate wants to adjourn and go 
home as soon as the tariff bill is pass- 
ed, but the president will not let them 
And he will be supported - by the peo- 
ple. 


"Local Protectionists." 


If it were not for the fact that hopes 


are entertained that the- Republican 
party might become united; there wouk 
be a great deal said about "local pro- 
tectionists" by those dyed in the wool 
Republicans who always vote for pro- 
tection. It has been noticed that a 
number of men have voted for lower 
duties on manufactured products and 
other things which were consumed but 
not produced in their communities, but 
they have been the most vigorous crit- 
ics of the reduced rates on the com- 
modities which tire produced in their 
states. 


That is the kind of sentiment, how- 


ever, that has finally produced Demo- 
cratic and low tariff majorities in con- 
gress. It is because the tariff became 
a "local issue," as Hanco-'k said it was, 
which finally resulted in the election 
of men who have determined to lower 
duties,

ground that the moderate surplus fed-

against Burke. 


•Attorneys for the patrolman de- 


clined at the time to make known 
their f u t u r e course in the matter, 
but their exceptions to the commis- 
sion's finding 
indicate that. 
they 


may now take the case to common 
pleas court for a second time. 


The opinion of 
the comtnission, 


given to the press by Secretary 11. 
O. Martin, follows: 


This cause came on to be heard 


on the w r i t t e n charges of James >S. 
Sheridan, chief of police or said city, 
the evidence and the argument of 
counsel. 


Said charges involve the, consid- 


eration and construction of certain 
rules in the department 
of public 


safety and said Hurke's conduct in 
connection therewith. 
It is allesed: 
First, That .said Burke was suil- 


ty of conduct unbecoming an officer 
in this, that on the Oth day of May, 
I!»1:'{. while on d u t y as, and wearing 
the uniform 
of 
a 
policeman, he 


drank intoxicating liquor in a sa- 
loon in said city. 


'Second, That on said 
date said 


Burke was g u i l i y of refusing 
and 


neglecting to obey the orders of his 
lawful superior officer. 


Without commenting at great length 


on the evidence adduced herein it is 
sufficient for the commission to say, 
in passing on said charges, in the 
order as above stated, that as to said 
first charge the testimony rather in- 
clines the commission to the belief 
that s:iid Burke did the things with 
which he is ohnrged therein, but the 
evidence is not of that degree of cer- 
tainty that would warrant the com- 
mission tn finding said Burke guilty 
on said first charge and the same is 
there fore dismissed. 


Coming now to the second branch
